["Unusual Wills Among Estates On"FilTTn County

More than once since becoming Bucks County 
register of wills last year, William J. Veitch, Jr., of 
Levittown, has been asked: “Shall I take my will 
to your office to have it registeredV* 
The answ er is no. The register of wills does not 
see a will until its author has died. 
Appoints Administrators 
His job is to probate tin* will — that is, to see 
that it is real and valid. He also sees that an in­ 
ventory is filed and that state inheritances taxes 
are paid. When someone dies intestate (with no 


will) the register of wills appoints adm inistrators 
for the estate. A dm inistrators are also appointed if 
the will does not nam e executors. 
The register of wills office in the Bucks County 
A dm inistration Building, Doylestown, contains the 
records of 52,122 estates of county residents who 
have died since 1684. Some left wills and some did 
not. Some wills were ruled invalid by Veitch and 
his predecessors because they were not signed, 
were carbon copies or were not clear 
in 
their 
language. 
Provide Translation 
(The language docs not have to be English, by 
the way, for a will to be approved when the regis­ 


ter of wills probates it. If the will is in a foreign 
language, an English translation m ust be provided. 
The translator m ust swear, in an affidavit, that 
his translation is true and com plete.) 


Most current wills are typewritten these days, 
but they don’t have to be. 


The holographic* wills (in the author’s hand­ 
writing) don’t have to be in ink, though most of 
them are. Some were w ritten in pencil and crayon. 
Some were w ritten on personal stationery, scrap 
paper, memo pads and the backs of envelopes. 


The records of all 52,122 estates, as well as 
being filed in their original form, have been tran ­ 


scribed or photostated into dockets and are now 
being photographed on microfilm. 
F irst in the file is the will of Alexander Giles, 
of the County of Bucks, Province of Pennsylvania, 
adm inistered in 
1684. 
The 
paper 
has 
becom e 
starchy and has a few holes, but a handw riting ex­ 
pert would be able to read it. 
The will of Derick Cruson, Sr., late of South­ 
am pton Township, is somewhat newer, w ritten in 
1729. The inventory of Cruson’s estate included 
four Negro slaves — a man valued at 50 British 
pounds, a woman, at 45 pounds and two boys for a 
total of 35 pounds.

water. 
Only after th^ capsule was high 
and dry was the near-water level 
hatch to bt* removed by the pilot. 
This was to be accomplsihed by 
going through a three-part process 
necessary to detonate 70 explosive 
bolts holding the cover. 
According to the space agency 
and a recording of Grissom's own 
conversation

helicopter 
crews, he went routinely through 


i the first two steps of the process 
—removing the lid to an actuator 
anil pulling 
a tiring pm that 
armed the hatch removal system. 
Grissom said he did not carry 
out the third step which was to 
push the plunger that actually ex­ 
ploded the bolts.

Are Filed In County

fete, four horses, a mare and a coll in the Cruson 
estate were assessed at a total of 26 pounds. 
When .Joseph Growden, whose plantation Rave 
its name to the village of Trevose died, he left 
several slaves in his estate. 
Three 
Ne pro men 
were assessed at 35 pounds each, a woman and girl, 
30 pounds together and a Negro man named Made; 
only two shillings, six pence. 
In recent years a woman left her daughter only a 
tablespoon, a $1 bill and a cake of soap. 
When Tom Konigmacher wrote his will in 1875 
he introduced himself as an Upper Makefield Town­ 
ship farmer “alias the Devil.” What followed in­ 
cluded a bit of devilment. 
Amending the opening phrase still commonly 
used in wills, Konigmacher wrote: “Being of un­ 
sound body but of sound and disposing mind and 
memory — the opinion of some of the damn fools 
and blind of this rotten organization to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding—” 
He ordered his body “borne to the grave in my 
carriage drawn by my young stallions Fred and 
Charlie, who brought about my premature death 
by not being thoroughly broken.” Konigmacher di­ 
rected his old Stallion, Jesus to “go as chief mourn­ 
er, ridden by my friend William Marsellius, carry­ 
ing the mysterius banner representing the four 
races, in the faces of Henry W. Longfellow, of 
Baston; Ely Brown, of Richmond; Spotted Dog, of 
the Cheyenne Tribe and Loo Chon, of California.” 


Buy Government Bond 


The farmer willed to the executor of his es­ 
tate $500, “to be invested in a government bond 
of that amount and publicly burned in the streets 
of Newtown with advice to those ‘clothed in purple 
and fine linen and living fairly sumptously every 
day to go and do likewise.” 
When a Bucks County resident dies his will is 
probated by Veitch and his two deputies. Wit­ 
nesses must swear that they saw the writ signed. 
If there are no witnesses, two persons familiar 
with the dead 
person’s signature 
must 
swear 
that the signature on the will is that of the de­ 
ceased. 
When there is no valid will, state law provides 
for the estate to go to the surviving wife or husband 
or to relatives up to first cousin once removed. 
If there are none, the money goes to the state or 
to creditors. 
The number of deaths has been increasing with 
the rapid growth of Bucks County and is reflected 
in the fact that Veitch’s office last year probated 
800 wills, 12 per cent more than in 1959. In spite 
of the increase, however, the staff is reduced, from 
four persons a decade ago to three today. 
The biggest estate in the history of 
Bucks 
County was that of former U. S. Sen. Joseph R. 
Grundy, of Bristol, who died March 3 at the age 
of 98. No inventory has been filed, but the estate 
was estimated to total $18,000,000. Most of it is to 
be used for civic and charitable causes. 
Because there is a state tax on legacies that 
don’t go to charity, Pennsylvania and New York 
State are contesting the domicile of the late Oscar 
Hammerstein, 
2d, 
who 
wrote 
the 
lyrics 
for 
America’s favorite show tunes. Hammerstein was 
the owner of Highland Farm, in Doylestown Town­ 
ship next to the county seat. 
But New York State says Hammerstein didn’t 
live on his plush Bucks County farm house but 
within its boundaries, close to the bright lights of 
Broadway* 


Bull Run 


Battle Being 


Fought Again 


MANASSAS, Va. (U PP - The 
Battle of Bull Run. fought IOO 
years ago by “ am ateurs” in the 
first great battle of the Civil War, 
gets fought again today by “pro­ 
fessionals.” 


The Blue and the Grey who bat­ 
tled here exactly IOO years and 
one day ago on July 21, 1861, 
were green, untrained troops not 
even accustomed to marching. 


But the enthusiasts taking part 
in the reenactm ent represent a 
trem endous surge of interest in 
the Civil W ar by Americans in all 
walks of life who by general pro­ 
fessional standards have become 
expert in this segment of national 
history.

ban talks, end the testing mora­ 
torium and resume U.S. atomic 
tests. 
The report was believed to set 
forth the scientists’ conclusions on 
whether Russia has been setting 
off nuclear explosions in secret, 
and if so, what kinds of weapons 
it might be working on. 
The group, headed by physics 
professor Wolfgang K 
ll. Panof- 
sky of Stanford, gave Kennedy 
their 
conclusions 
at 
a 
White 
House meeting yesterday. 
White House Press Secretary 
P ierre Salinger said he expected 
the rejHirt would rem ain secret. 
He said Kennedy asked the sci­ 
entists for additional information 
on several points, and told them 
to discuss the report with the De­ 
fense Department, the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission and the Nation­ 
al Security Council 


The scientists began work on 
the report June 30, although Ken­ 
nedy did not disclose their nam es 
until the day before they gave 
him their report 
He announced 
on June 28 that he was setting 
up the group in light of the stalled 
Geneva talks 
The United States, Britain and 
Russia agreed to a moratorium 
on nuclear tests in October. 1958, 
when the Geneva negotiations be­ 
gan 


Many adm inistration and con­
